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Undecided votes leads

A constituency wide poll, 
done by several newspapers in 
the Wildrose riding, show the 
majority of voters to be unde¬ 
cided on who to vote for in the 
upcoming federal election 
A poll of residents in the Air¬ 
drie, Banff, Canmorc. Carstairs, 
Didsbury and Strathmore areas 
showed the undecided vote at 36 
percent Reform Party support 
came a close second to the unde¬ 
cided vote with 35 percent 
The biggest surprise of the 
riding wide poll was the status 
of Conservative candidate 
Louise Fcltham. currently sit¬ 
ting at 9 6 percent, below Lib¬ 
eral candidate Roy Schcllnut 
who garnered 10 percent of the 
decided vote 

Shannon Smith, campaign 
manager for Reform candidate 
Myron Thompson, said his team 
is not surprised by the results 
“Our own statistics put the 
undecided vote between 25 and 


40 percent.” he said, “and with 
that kind of rate, it shows that 
this election is still up in the 
air." 

Liberal Party campaign man¬ 
ager Pat Weeks agrees. Even 
though Liberal candidate Rov 
Schcllnut has only 10 percent of 
the decided vote. Weeks said he 
feels the Liberals have a good 
chance of grabbing the majority 
of the voters who have yet to 
make up their minds 

' "We feel (the election results) 
will end up much closer than 
they arc now.'' he said “We feel 
people will come to the realiza¬ 
tion about what will happen un¬ 
der Reform Party policies " 
Weeks said his optimism 
about the Liberal popularity 
comes from poll results in Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton and results 
from polls within the riding In¬ 
dividual polls have shown 
Schcllnut to be leading in Olds 
and Canmorc and running aclose 
second to Thompson in Banff.

Hospital stymied on 
wage rollback

The Mountain View Health 
Care Centre is facing a 5 percent 
cut in funding from the provin¬ 
cial government whether or not 
staff agree to wage rollbacks 

Hospital administrator 
Dennis Stabblcr said the Dids¬ 
bury hospital could possibly lose 
the 5 percent from their overall 
funding if union employees 
don "t agree to the voluntary wage 
cut. 

“The idea is that they arc go¬ 
ing to be cutting funds of that 
magnitude from somewhere in 


the system," he said 

Stabblcr said a 5 percent cut 
equals about $280,000 for a 
whole budget year He said the 
hospital board has not been ad¬ 
vised how' the cuts would take 
place if the union docs not agree 
to the cut backs He is unsure 
how the hospital would go about 
cutting the additional 5 percent 
“Most of management has al¬ 
ready given up 4 1/2 percent 
already with our day off pro¬ 
gram." Stabblcr said “And we 
have already closed beds and 
made cuts when we lost the 2 
percent in July. We just don't

Aquawcst Utilities of Grande 
Prairie has asked town council to 
meet with them to discuss another 


at methods to expand the town's 
current sewage treatment system, 
had been concerned that the tech¬ 
nology used in the environmental 
system was untested in this cli¬ 
mate The system, known as Solar 
Aquatics, treats sewage water 
pumping it through a variety of 
plants and animals in greenhouse 
enclosed cells The outflow water, 
as tested in facilities in the United 
States and Europe, is considered 
drinkable.

But Mvma Park, Vice President 
of Aquawcst. said her company is 
prepared to make a new proposal to 
council which would answer their 
questions about the technology and 
municipal costs. 

.. we are prepared to develop a 
public/privatc partnership between 
the Town of Didsbury and 
Aquawcst Utilities Inc" Park said 
in a letter to council “The town 
would contribute the amount of 


funding that was available to it 
through the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment. The remainder of the fund¬ 
ing would be raised privately.’’ 

Didsbury Town Administrator 
Mike Storey said he did not know 
if council was prepared to recon¬ 
sider a proposal for the installation 
of the Solar Aquatics system in 
Didsbury at thistime Hesaidcoun¬ 
cil would make that decision at 
their next town council meeting 
tonight. 


In the meantime. Storey said 
council is continuing to search for 
land to build another holding cell 
to expand the current sewage sys¬ 
tem The provincial government 
has granted the town another year 
on their permit to construct and 
another extension of the town’s 
treatment system operating licence 
is anticipated Didsbury’s sewage 
treatment capacity, as regulated by 
the province, has been exceeded 
for more than a year

sy stem was less expensive over 20 
years than the traditional settling 
cell treatment which Didsbury cur¬ 
rently uses, council was also con¬

have any beds to close or any 
support staff to cut.” 

But despite the concern over 
what may happen to the hospital 
if cuts continue to come from 
overall funding, unions arc con- 
tinuingto refuse wage rollbacks 
Lois Taylor, President of the 
United Nurses Association, lo¬ 
cal #34. said her chapter plans to 
follow whatever direction the 
provincial union takes 

“We will stick with what the 
union is saying.” Taylor said. 
“Our negotiations are coming 
up and that’s the place to decide 
whether wage rollbacks are to 
be considered Maybe at that 
time they can talk about some 
job security as well.” 

Taylor agreed that further 
funding cutbacks to the hospi¬ 
tal’s operating budget would be 
harmful, but felt cuts could be 
made in other areas instead. 

“We feel the administration 
could be cut and there has been 
talk about the 3 hospitals join¬ 
ing.” shesaid. “They could con¬ 


nect the administration That 
might be feasible but adminis¬ 
tration isn’t going to suggest 
that because they would lose 
their jobs.” 

But Stabblcr said hospital 
administration is open to review¬ 
ing all ideas and plans to hold a 
local round table discussion on 
the hospital’s operations some¬ 
time in early November. 

“We want to give people the 
information we have and then 
get some direction from them,” 
he said. “We should have gotten 
this information (from the sur¬ 
vey held earlier this year), but 1 
don't think we did It was short 
on recommendations we should 
be looking at.”

There arc many things schools 
can do to become part of the 
solution: 

(1) Allow staff and students 
the freedom to discuss violence 
in a variety of forums Special 
school assemblies, theatre groups, 
films and the testimony of abuse 
survivors arc very important in 
breaking the silence 

(2) Recognize the crucial role 
of education and learning in ex¬ 
amining violence in our society. 
Violence is a learned behavior 
that is condoned and even glori¬ 
fied by society through the me¬ 
dia 

(3) Develop partnerships w ith 
the community rather than hav¬ 
ing schools address the problems 
by themselves This is not a social 
issue to bedumped on schools but 
rather an issue that requires col¬ 
laboration with police officers, 
lawyers, family doctors, nurses, 
social workers, mental health 
providers and victims/survivors 
of violence 

(4) Understand that violence 
is an issue directly related to 
power and control in relation¬ 
ships and throughout society.

During the past year. I had the 
privilege of travelling across the 
country as a member of the Cana¬ 
dian Panel on Violence Against 
Women We visited 139 communi¬ 
ties and heard almost 4,000 presen¬ 
tations on the daily reality of vio¬ 
lence against women in their homes, 
workplaces and on the streets. The 
nature and scope of the horror is 
matched only by the high level of 
tolerance for violence Many indi¬ 
viduals report their communities 
respond with silence and denial 

In our travels we sought solu¬ 
tions and a meaningful national 
action plan Approximately 75 per¬ 
cent of the presentations suggested 
our future hopes lay in the educa¬ 
tion system and the development of 
violence prevention programs The 
challenge for school systems is how 
to respond to this suggestion Can 
we afford to say that we arc too 
busy, underfunded and over¬ 
whelmed with existing social is¬ 
sues that cram an overcrowded cur¬ 
riculum? I believe that schools need 
to welcome this challenge and join 
with communities to end the vio- 


Why arc women, children, visible 
minorities, disabled persons, the 
elderly, gays and lesbians most 
likely to be victims of violence? 
Why is ov er 95 percent of violence 
committed by men? Violence is not 
a gender-neutral topic Active par¬ 
ticipation of men is required to 
examine their role and responsibil¬ 
ity in ending the violence 

(5) Institute school policies and 
protocols that respond to violence 
in an effective manner that no 
longer blames the victims and 
avoids holding perpetrators ac¬ 
countable for their behaviour En¬ 
sure that teachers arc trained to 
deal with the 3 to 5 children in 
every classroom that are witness¬ 
ing violence at home 

(6) Ensure employee assistance 
programs are responsiv e to teach¬ 
ers and other school personnel who 
arc victims/surv iv ors of violence 

(7) Involve parents and students 
as integral parts of all school pro¬ 
grams These issues represent a 
major concern for our customers 
In London. Ontario research indi¬ 
cates that the vast majority of stu¬ 
dents know another student in a 
violent dating relationship or in an

There will definitely be no winners in a battle between the 
province and hospital workers over wage rollbacks Contin¬ 
ued adversity between the two groups will only lead to 
casualties, especially among the residents of this province 
who need medical treatment at hospitals 

Both sides in this war over wages arc to blame for the mess 
that is being created The unions arc to blame for refusing to 
identify the problem and compromise and the province is to 
blame for not trying to come up with some job security plan 
and for using scare tactics to bully union employees into 
submission 

It is fair for the unions to ask for some concessions to go 
along with the 5 percent cut they arc being asked to take. What 
is the point in agreeing to take a cut when your job is still on 
the line 9 It is understandable that they would want to take as 
much as they could get before they lose it all, but it is 
shortsighted for them to flatly refuse the cut They arc 
alienating the rest of the province who have suffered the 
recession in private industry with massive layoffs and wage 
rollbacks of their own Why should private citizens have to 
pay more in taxes so union employees could keep their jobs? 
Those same employees haven't done anything to help bolster 
private business so others could keep their jobs 

The province, on the other hand, jumped far too quickly 
into announcing a 5 percent cut and then threatening to lay 
more people off whether or not the unions agree to the cuts 
Lay offs only load the payout problem onto an already 
overloaded unemployment insurance sy stem and the provin¬ 
cial social assistance system Why was the issue not re¬ 
searched more closely to determine how much of a cutback 
was necessary to ensure employ ees could keep their jobs and 
meet the budget cuts the province wants? Ministers and 
MLAs can stand on their soapboxes all day proselytising 
about the 5 percent cutback they took, but they arc ensured of 
a job for the next four years That is more security than they 
arc offering hospital employees 

The Health Care Minister and hospital employees should 
be working together on this issue rather than as opponents It 
seems that both want to sec the same end - a health care system 
in this province that is feasible, takes care of the people and 
employs workers

Agri-food industry cracking world markets 


Before Canada's l(X)-ycar-old 
Connors Bros Lid introduced its 
brand of canned sardines in the 
company conducted taste tests in 
Mexico, teamed up with an estab¬ 
lished Mexican distributor and ad¬ 
justed product packaging in ac¬ 
cordance with local standard 
"It wasa monumental feat." says 
company vice-president Vince 
Taddeo. But the efforts have paid 
off In less than a year, sales of the 
company's products in Mexico in¬ 
creased steadily from 68 cases to a 
high of 16.000 cases 

"It's a costly venture but we 
believe it will be profitable," 
Taddeo says. "We see Mexico as a 
stepping stone to markets in Cen¬ 
tral and South America " 

Indeed, it's these aggressive for¬ 
ays into foreign markets that will 
determine the future viability of 
Canada's agri-food industry. 

Worldwide demand for value- 
added consumer products-such as 
canola oil rather than canola seed - 
- has Canadian agri-food exporters 
shifting strategics to cash in on 


opportunities for growth in export 
sales. 

In response to consumer de¬ 
mand. global agricultural trade has 
shifted from sales of bulk products 
such as wheat, barley and tobacco 
to value-added goods, such as bev¬ 
erages. bakery goods and dairy 
products Since 1983. worldwide 
exports of value-added agri-food 
products have risen 80 percent, and 
now account for 42 percent of all 
international trade in agriculture 

And the trend is expected to 
continue. In Mexico, for example, 
changing lifestyles and consumer 
tastes have opened a market for 
frozen, microwavable and diet din¬ 
ners. It's estimated the market for 
processed foods and beverages in 
Mexico will increase 15 percent 
per year over the next five years. 

The challenge for Canada is 
both to expand sales of processed 
products -- that offer a higher mar¬ 
ket return than exportsofbulk prod¬ 
ucts -- and to find a place in emerg¬ 
ing markets in Japan. Southeast 
Asia. Latin America and Europe. 


Through initiatives such as the 
Trade Opportunities Strategy 
(TOS). government and industry 
arc taking on this challenge. 

The strategy is a joint undertak¬ 
ing ofExtcrnal Affairsand Interna¬ 
tional Trade Canada and Agricul¬ 
ture and Agri-Food Canada 

Under TOS. up to 10 agri-food 
specialists with knowledge of the 
local food industry will be based in 
key international markets. These 
experts will gathcrand feed market 
information to Canadian exporters 
breaking into foreign markets. 

This fall, specialists will be as¬ 
signed to priority markets in 
Mexico, Japan, Korea, Singapore. 
Taiwan, and the European Com¬ 
munity. 

"There's a lot of value-added 
processing being done in Canada." 
says Gordon Richardson, manager 
of international market services 
with Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada "What's required is ag¬ 
gressive marketing to expand ex¬ 
ports of these high -value con¬ 
sumer products." 


TOS also provides for regional 
trade contacts to be put in place 
across Canada to assist agri-food 
companies w hich, due to trade irri¬ 
tants, are having difficulty break¬ 
ing into new markets. 

As another component of the 
strategy, funding is being provided 
for a training program to increase 
international awareness of Cana¬ 
dian red meat products. Under the 
program, financial support from 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada 
is being matched by the Canada 
Beef Export Federation, Canada 
dian Meat Council The initiative 
also provides funding to help the 
sector research and make use of 
advanced technology. 

"Canada is already the second 
largest exporter of pork in the 
world." says Jacques Pomcrlcau, 
Executive director of Canada Pork 
International. "But we can't stay 
idle We have to find new ways to 
compete and international training 
is one important tool." 

The trade strategy provides fi¬ 
nancial support to help industry 


develop and implement market 
strategics that will help improve 
Canada's agri-food export perform¬ 
ance. 

In Canada — a leading exporter 
of cereals and oilseed products — 
exportsof consumer goods account 
for only 30 percent of total agri¬ 
food exports. Canada ranks eighth 
in the world in terms of agri-food 
exports of value-added products, 
behind countries such as Brazil, 
Thailand and China 

This is despite the fact Cana¬ 
dian agri-food exports arc expand¬ 
ing increasing a healthy 19 percent 
to $13 billion between 1991 and 
1992. 

But initiatives under the trade 
stategy arc expected to go a long 
way toward achieving the goal -- 
set recently by federal and provin¬ 
cial agriculture minister - of ex¬ 
porting at least $20 billion in agri¬ 
food exports by the year 2000. 
thanks to an increasing proportion 
of value-added products

Cattle net program ends early 


OTTAWA. Sept 17. 1993 - 
Federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments agreed last week to termi¬ 
nate the national Tripartite 
Stabilization Program (NTSP) for 
cattle at the end of 1993. 

Charles Mayer, federal 
Agrilculture and Agri-Food Minis¬ 
ter made the announcement in con¬ 
junction with his counterparts from 
British Columbia. Alberta. Mani¬ 
toba. Ontario. New Brunswick. 
Nova Scotia and Prince Edward 
Island Under the federal - provin¬ 
cial NTSP Agreement the program 
is being terminated in all provinces 
with the consent of the federal gov¬ 
ernment and two-thirds of partici¬ 
pating provinces 

The NTSP. which includes the 
beef cow-calf, feeder cattle and 
slaughter cattle schemes, was 
scheduled to end Dec 1. 1995 Be¬ 


cause of changing circumstances 
in national and international mar¬ 
kets. cattle producers across the 
country wanted this particular pro¬ 
gram to end at the end of this year 
After a review of the program. 
Mayer and agrilculture ministers 
in the participating provinces, 
agreed to their request As a result 
there will be no collection of pre¬ 
miums for cattle purchased or 
placod on feed after Sept 30. Pro¬ 
ducers w ill receive full details later 
this month 

In reaching agreement, the min¬ 
isters reaffirmed their intent to 
move to 'whole farm' income 
stabilization as the basic approach 
forhclpingallfa rmers ma nage pro- 
duction and market risk, as agreed 
to at the federal - provincial meet¬ 
ing ofagrilculturc ministers in July. 
A whole farm approach will stabi- 


Frost adds more feed 
wheat to market 


The consequence of a general 
frost in Alberta the second week of 
September will be more feed grain 
on a glutted market says an Alberta 
Agriculture market analyst 

"There won't be accurate num¬ 
bers until a significant amount of 
the crop starts coming ofT.” says 
Larry Ruud "Early estimates sug¬ 
gest about 20 percent of the wheat 
crop will grade feed While this is 
below last year’s totals, it's still 
well above the long-term average 
of 10 to 15 percent." 

If the 20 percent estimate proves 
true, another 5.4 million tonnes of 
feed wheat will be added to an 
already burdened feed market 
"This isn't good news for anyone 
trying to sell wheat into this end of 
the market.” he adds "There's 
enough feedgrain carryover for 
nearly half a year, so I don't sec 


relief in sight for this market." 

Feedgrain prices backed off 
during September he notes West¬ 
ern barley futures lost around $3 
per tonnes Cash bids dropped by 
$5 to $10 per tonne 

"Prospects of a large crop along 
with a lot of uncertainty about the 
barley market-continental or not- 
-have weighed down prices." says 
Ruud 

Western barley futures were 
trading around $84 per tonne in 
late September Ruud says they 
have the potential to fall to $75 per 
tonne, but he says he doesn’t see 
prices falling below this level 
"In the cash market ihis would 
provide a $5 to $10 per tonne pre¬ 
mium to the Canadian Wheat Board 
initial payment in central and north 
central regions of Alberta.” he 
notes

have and enjoy some good riding. 
The best months are in the new 
year... January, February, March 
and April." 

And the best places to go? Ac¬ 
cording to Iverson, anywhere west 
of Sundrc. or out in British Colum¬ 
bia country around Golden or 
Revelstokc will do just fine. "We 
sometimes go out to Blairmorc in 
small groups, if enough people are 
interested but we don't organize 


any really big trips throughout the 
year."
